as secretaries.

Adams were Hon. C. H Duttera aud 
at opening ol conference J. L. Wil- 
liams, Esq., was substituted iu bis 
place, 
J. L. Butt aud Geo. W. 


Schwartz, aud from York county. W. 
Smith Heiges. A. F. Fix, David" Wit- 
mer aud William Eppley. 


The first business was a motion that 


the session be au open one. There 
was uo objection to this aud newspa- 
per men aud Democrats wer 3 admit- 
ted until quite an audience was pres- 
ent. 


Nominations beiug called for J. L. 


Williams presented tbe name of Hon. 
Charles H. Duttera of Littlestown, 
Adams county, and W. Smith Heiges 
the name of Horace Keesey, E^q. 


On the first ballot tbe Adams county 


delegation voted for Mr. Duttera aud 
three of York county members for 
Mr. Keesey, so that vote was 3 to :>. 


At this point Mr. Duttera took tbe 


floor, withdrew his name aud urged 
the selection of Mr. Keesey iu follow- 
ing speech : 


'•Mr. chairman aud gentlemen of 


tbis conference : I desire to thank 
you for th*» complimentary vote which 
1 have just received at your hands, 
but, believing as I do that the selec- 
tion of a man from York county and 
from the vicinity of the home of his 
political opponent will promote tbe 
harmony of our party aud insure the 
success of our ticket. I now request 
that my name be withdrawn as a can- 
didate for the Congressional nomina- 
tion in this district. 


"Moreover, I wish to assure you that 


this action on my par: is entirely vol- 
untary. And I am fully persuaded 
that my conferees as well as myself 
are ready to vote for « gentleman who 
is the unanimous choice of the York 
county conferees, Mr. Horace Keesey. 


"And I feel assured that the nomi- 


nation of Mr. Keesey will receive the 
hearty approval of the people of Ad- 
ams county, and that it will result in 
sending a Democratic Congressman to 
represent this strong Democratic dis- 
trict in the national legislature. I pre- 
dict that Adams county will roll up a 
handsome majority for Mr.. Keesey 
and the whole Democratic ticket." 


J. L. Williams, Ks<\.. then retired as 


a conferee, Hon. C. H. Duttera taking 
his place aud tbe secoud ballot result- 
ed in the unanimous nomination of 
Mr. Keesey.

Horace Keesey, Esq., the Demo-

FAMOUS OLD GRAEFFENBURC 


MEMORIES RECALLED BY SON 


OF FIRST OWNER 


The Place is so Changed as not to 


Resemble the Hostlery 


of Other Days. 


Ex-Wherifl'H. K. Goodyear of Car- 


lisle, whose father was the builder of 
the old Grafteuburg Hpnngs Hotel on 
the Chaiuberaburg pike in this county 
recently visited the place and wrote 
the following interesting story of the 
place for the Chaiubersburg "Reposi- 
tory." Mr. Goodyear had spent his 
bjyhood at Graft'eubunr from 1840 to 
1862 and says. Since leaving there in 
1 W:.'as a private soldier in Company 
A. With Kegt. Peuua. Vols. 1 have 
only visited the place twice, once in 
180i» aud once in 1895. 
Wouderlul 


changes have taken place. 


Instead of the many buildings which 


at that time were connected unto the 
large brick hotel building, which my 
father built in 1844, nothing but it re- 
mains. The fine meadow which fron- 
ted the home on the south, consisting 
of about ,'iO acres, is now a wilderness 
of underbrush aud rank weeds. The 
line field just south of the meadow cu 
the upland is now but a desert of un- 
dergrowth and scrub oak, laurel and 
other useless growth. 


To the east aud west the line or- 


chard, not a tree is left to tell that t!iey 
were once thriving orchards, aud are 
now lying waste. The large bathing 
houses that occupied the lawn east of 
the main building, one of X) sleeping 
rooms aud a large pool for bathing 
with dressing room, the other with 12 
sleeping rooms, bathing pool, shower 
bath aud dressing room have all been 
removed. Stabling forSOO horses, com 
stables, grainary, pig stye tor 50 hogs, 
carriage house and blacksmith shop 
aud two tenement houses, not a stone 
remains to mark the spot where they 
once stood. 


The old running pump that stxxl in 


front of the hotel, from whose spout 
winter aud summer gushed a stream 
of pure cold water iuto a large trough 
about 10 feet long, 3 feet wide and two 
feet deep where hundreds of horses 
aud cattle slaked their thirst as they 
were driven in large droves to market 
iu Baltimore, is no longer to be seen. 
The large yard where hundreds of wa- 
gons, from the one-horse "Butter-mon- 
key" wagon to the large six and eight- 
horse teams on their way to aud from, 
Baltimore and Pittsburg, night after 
uight, were gathered, is now fenced in 
and covered with grass: • 


The old ten-pin alleys, flying horses 


aud ferris wheel, with the dancing 
floor are all gone, and where once the 
happy throngs of visitors filled the 
the rooms of the main buildings, as 
well as the abutting houses are all a 
memory. 


Even the old spring that fed the 


large pools aud the ever running 
pump is now dried up, seemingly in 
protest of the vandalism of time. In- 
deed the beauty of old Grafleuburg 
has been destroyed by the cruel hand 
of time and the carelessness of man 
aud it only lives iu the memory of the 
older citizens who once delighted to 
visit it aud bathe their heated bodies 
in the clear cold water as it gushed 
from the mountain side. 


Gra Hen burg is named after a famous 


cold water establishment iu Germany. 
My father purchased the property 
from a Mr. Troxel and Brothertou 
about 1840. For many years it was a 
common roadside hotel. It was ori- 
ginally a two-story log building with 
back building. 


In 184:; or 1S44 father concluded to 


build a new house. He euiploped a 
contractor and builder, Mr. Henry 
Chritxman of Gettysburg, who built 
the house in 1.S44. The old house j 
stood about '•'•<> feet east of the present 
building. The bathing house.* were 
built about two years prior.

Caledonia Furnace. 


From all 1 can gather Hon. Thad- 


deus Stevens aud Col. James Duulop 
Paxtou. of Gettysburg, built the fur- 
nace iu 18:56. It was operated by them 
fora number of vears. Col. Paxtou 
being the active man living at the fur- 
nace aud managing it. Finally Col. 
Paxtou sold his interest to Mr. Stevens 
who continued the operation under 
the 
management of Mr. William 


Hammitt, who was succeeded by Hon. 
John Sweeney, who was t..e last man- 
ager aud was a resident of the place 
when the turuace and other buildings 
were burned by the Rebels. 


Mr. Steveus and Col. 1). V. Ahl 


made the last iron that was made at 
Caledonia. It was once a regular hive 
of industry. Iu connection with the 
furnace was a large forge of six fires 
and three hammers, one a Bloomery 
haimutr, one a Chaffree aud the other 
a Finery hammer. 


There was also a large rolling mill 


which was operated by a man by the 
name of Brown, who was I believe a 
partuer in the business. It did not 
prove a success and was abandoned 
in a few years and met the fate of the 
furnace aud the forge at the hands of 
the Rebels. 


There were about 60 tenement hou- 


ses, large warehouse, stabling for 
about titty horses, a run-out office, 
blacksmith shop, bellows house and 
work shop. Of all these nothing re- 
mains save the walls of the old black 
smith shop which are now modernized 
into a splendid trolley station, and the 
office there, this however, is not the 
original office since it was burned by 
the rebels but has been rebuilt on the 
.old foundation. The large dam cover- 
ing about 20 acres of land'- which ftir- 
nished the forge with power, and the 
race leading to the forge is no longer 
in evidence but has grown up in un- 
derbrush as are also the large mead- 
ows that once added very materially 
to the beauty of the old place. 


I know of but two old men of Cale- 


donia, one is a Mr. McNew who uow 
resides in the old hotel at Greenwood 
aud Mr. John Hostler, the old venera- 
ted turnpike man who resides near 
Grafleuburg and who with his faith- 
ful old wife have passed the four score 
mile stone of life by several years. 


However the trolley company is us- 


ing its best endeavors to make the 
place one of the finest parks of the 
country, and now, even though the 
sound of the great bellows that once 
forced the air into the furnace, the 
deep boom of the imineuce hammers 
at the forge as they, under skilled 
hands of the forgemeu, formed the 
bloom or the iron bar, is no longer 
heard, it is supplemented by the music 
of brass bands, the laughter aud frolics 
of happy people as they spend the 
hours of sweltering days iu the cool 
mountain bree/es of the park.

J! gives out no heat nor 


From New Holland, Lancaster Co., 


Enjoy Visit Here. 


From a »oti\euir booklet of the Get- 


tysburg battlefield brought to this of- 
fice by flarry L. Vundt, who in com- 
pany with Henry Reaxerand Jason D 
Bair, spent several days on the battle- 
field, we glean the following in regard 
to the work of the National Park Com- 
mission: 


"Five steel observation towers have 


been built at prominent places on the 
battlefield from which visitors can ha- 
ve a perfect view of all important 
places. Since July, 189:; they have 
constructed twenty-one miles of Tel- 
ford avenues, fourteen miles of avenue 
fencing, built of gaspipe rails and lo- 
cust posts; about thirteen miles of post 
and rail fencing; fifteen miles of paved 
gutters. Six miles of stone wall have 
been rebuilt at locations where stoue 
walls existed at the time of the battle; 
:>40 cauuon have been mounted; 501 
iron tablets have been erected, and 17, 
000 trees have been planted on ground 
that was covered with trees at the ti- 
me of the battle: The government 
now owns 1,670 acres of land on the 
battlefield." 


The gentlemen named above had an 


excellent opportunity to see the battle 
field, as they had for Ujusteguhfe W. J. 
'AlthorT, of Gettysburg, who was on 
the field at the time of the battle, aud 
who has since been a battlefield guide. 


They have made arrangements with 


Mr. AlthofT that he will take the 
best of care of all their friends who 
call on him. A postal in advance will 
bring the guide to the depot.—"New 
Holland Clarion." 


Save the Quail. 


We are shootiujr. too many quail. 


We have cleaned them out of the older 
States of the North, aud we of the 
North now go South to shoot off the 
supply down there, and, failing to 
accomplish this iu our allotted time, 
and with only oue pair of legs each, 
we have a supply trapped and sent up 
home, to be turned out to breed and 
afford us shooting on our own grounds 
the next fall. A man hviuz in New 
York can shoot quail from November 1 
to New Year's Day. and then he can 
go down to Mississippi and keep bang- 
ing away till the first of May—a six 
mouths' quail season! And there are 
men who do it; aud, furthermore,there 
are some who claim residence in more 
than oue State, and ro-get out of pay- 
si ug a nourHrsiclMieerUeense fee. 


When we remember that there are 


o\ er 300,000 (Government estimate) 
shooters in this country who hunt 
quail every year, and that a good 
percentage of these hunt both in the 
North aud iu the south, it is only 
reasonable to predict that, if con- 
ditions remain as they now are, the 
bob-white quail will soon, very soon, 
become one of our most rare, instead 
of our most common, game birds. 


Do not depend upon legislation and 


the game warden to save the quail. 
Do not depend upon some other State 
to supply more when you have killed 
all there are in your State that the 
hawks and the owls and the weasels 
and Jack Frost have not got. Leave 
some for seed. It is not supposed 
that a sportsman will kill the last 
quail of a flock, but even some very 
well-taught sportsmen have a little 
way of forgetting their training when 
birds are scarce. 
Think what it 


would mean if fifty quail-shooters in 
any county iu any State, where it has 
been necessary to import quail, would 
each spare two birds this fall. It 
would mean that 100 quail, many of 
them, no doubt, native-born, would be 
left in that county to breed another 
year. Let the members of sportsmen's 
associations pledge themselves to try 
to get live quail from the South next 
winter. We say try, because there 
will certainly be a strong shotgun 
quarantine against quail netters in 
Texas, and the commisiou merchant 
who can deliver live Alabama quail 
will be a wonder.—From "Recreation* 
tor August.

"i !;ave just come," continued the doc- 


tor. "from renioviii.s; an appendix, and 
here- iu this small package* are all the 
iii:U:-;n]K'iits 1 used— a scissors, Uvo ar- 
tery clumps, two forceps and a needle. 
Many operations, of course— sastro- 
ealci-ic. {fyuecological and those that 
have to do with bones— require more 
instruments;, but modern science de- 
niaiuls the use of as few as possible in 
order that time may be saved. Skill 
and haste are prime factors in nti op- 
eration. In the old days, before anaes- 
thesia was known, this was to shorten 
the patient's agony as much as possible. 
After ether was discovered surgeoris 
f.»r awhile operated more leisurely, but 
soon finding out that the shock to the 
patient remaining under ether so long 
was always dangerous and often fatal 
they again recognized the importance 
of swiftness. Diminishing the number 
of instruments was one of the methods 
for saving time. In the operating room 
iu the old days there was always, no 
matter what the operation, a good sized 
table laid out with ten or fifteen score 
of instruments, fifty artery clamps, 
scissors, forceps and lancets by the 
doxeu. It used to take over an hour to 
remove an appendix; today the average 
is about twelve minutes. 


"The variety of instruments increases 


e'very year as surgeons meet with new 
needs or solve old problems. In our 
Ft'iioDl here, as in others, many instru- 
ments have been devised. Especially 
to those having to uo with the eye, ear, 
no.«e and throat have we made valua- 
ble additions as well as in the field of 
orthopedic appliances. The Hippocrat- 
ic oath precludes the patenting of any 
such inventions: consequently all in- 
struments are free to be made by all 
nnu every surgical manufactory." 


The making of surgical instruments 


in the United States is nearly contem- 
poraneous with the beginning of the 
republic, and one or two of the promi- 
nent tirius today date from long before 
the civil Avar. In no country are finer 
iastruuicuts made than ia the Unite:! 
States. Though the number of men 
employed is small, every man is a 
skille-,: laborer aud an artist, with uu 
aih';ituess often as fine as that of n 
journeyman jeweler, capable of innk- 
iai,' even the most delicate of t'ue great 
variety of instruments, amounting to 
about 10,000, which a surgical house 
iliusi keep in stock or be ready to pro- 
duce upon order. 


Cast and drop forged instruments 


have ao lasting value, aud once the 
edge is worn off they can never be sat- 
isfactorily resharpened. The process 
which they undergo demands that they 
be brought three times to a white 
heat. The flrst time the steel becomes 
tempered; the second and third time it 
becomes decarbonized and loses its 
temper, the result being an instru- 
ment with a shell of hard steel, capa- 
ble of taking a fair edge, but beneath 
which the metal is soft and unfit to 
stand honing.

instruments are hand 


forged. Thus prices are doubled anil 
trebled over the prices of cast iustni- 
:::e:its because of the skilled labor and 
lime necessary to their construction. 
The workman iu a careful factory 
must make n study of bis work and 
learn the physical qualities of the 
«teel or metal lie works with, its 
strength aud cutting aud tension qual- 
ities. 
General operating instruments 


ire made of steel, silver, platinum. 
goid and aluminium. German steei. 
owing to its tenacity, is used for for- 
ceps and blunt instruments: Riglish 
•ast steel for edged tools, as it receives 
i high temper, a line polish aud re- 
ams its edge. Silver when pure is 
very flexible and is useful for ca'- lie- 
tors. which require frequent ciiauge of 
curve.

The Mexicans or the Aztec Indian* 


can give the people of tho United 
States lessons in architecture and In 
Holiil construction of buildings. There 
are buildings standing today in tlic 
City of Mexico that have stood for 
three cent'irie.s jind are la an excellent 
Btate of preservation. Tliere is not u 
frame building in the city. Tliere are 
fl few adobe, hut most all are stone, 
'{•rick or cement. There is a brick 
/milding down in 1h<; old p:irt of Ilie 
town that was erected prior to M.~»0.

Indians wer<: experts in the manufac- 
ture (if hrichs. 
Hnt probably SO per 


cent of nil tin; building are made of 
concrete cement. Cement and concrete 
have been n<ed successfully in Mexico 
for 500 years, and all the cathedrals 
and churches are of that material. On 
the line of the Vera Cruz Pacific can 
be seen the ruins of Toro Bravo, where 
there are evidences of a city ruined 
centuries ago. There are some twenty 
pyramids of solid cement which must 
have been erected over 500 years ago. 
One of these pyramids is 170 feet in 
height, and on the summit rests a 
cement ledge thirty feet in diameter. 
This, as well as others, is of filigree 
work and carved statuary. 


Near this stands another of white 


limestone, built in four terraces, with 
carvings and ornamentations which 
would put to shame the modern Amer- 
ican sculptor. It has stood ail these 
centuries, yet the limestone is much 
easier broken than the cement. Think 
of a town of almost 400,000 persons. 
and the fire record is three in. one year. 
The inside walls of many of the build- 
ings arc as much as six feet through, 
and all buildings are built around 
courts. There is no provision in any 
of them for fires, and at the present 
time small coal oil stoves are selling 
in the city for $20— the same that sell 
for $:> in the states. The floors are of 
stone, the ceilings of filigree cement, 
the walls of coarse plaster and almost 
without exception hand painted. The 
architecture on many buildings in the 
republic shows that the fcwiiau of cen- 
turies ago was ahead of the modern 
builder of today. — Hobart News-Re- 
publican. 


REFRIGERATOR RULES. 


Use clean, flat dishes to bold what- 


ever is on the lower shelves. 


Buy your ice in pieces as large as 


can be accommodated. This is much 
more economical than to buy small 
ones. 


Be careful not to fill disbes too full 


so that they will spill over. If any- 
thing is spilled, don't fail to wipe it up 
immediately. 


Pack the ice well together and do 


not wrap it in paper or clotbs; instead, 
keep the door of the ice chamber shut 
as much as possible. 


Do not put food of any sort directly 


on the ice. If it is absolutely neces- 
sary to place it near the ice, see that it 
is in glass or porcelain. 


Empty the refrigerator at least once 


a week; scrub the interior thoroughly, 
then scald the ice chamber and drain- 
pipe with boiling water in which a 
lump of soda has been dissolved; fol- 
low this with clear boiling water; wipe 
dry and let it air for twenty minutes.
